Roberta  Cook  Takes 
Position  at  Newton 


Work  on  Athletic 
Field  Speeds  up 
With  Added  Workers 


Work  .on  the  now  athletic  field  was 
given  an  added  impetus  last  week. 
Shoemaker-Bovar’d,  contractors  who  arc 
working  on  tho  field,'  liavo  sub-leased 
part  of  tho  contract  to  another  con¬ 
struction  company.  Now  equipment  has 
arrived  and  dirt  is  being  moved  much 
faster. 

It  is  hoped  by  tho  athletic  department 
that  tho  football  field  will  bo  finished 
in  time  for  tho  1928  season. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  field  there 
will  bo  a  two  hundred  and  twenty  yard 
straight-away  besides  the  .regular 
quarter-milo  track.  The  quarter-mile 
track  will  havo  a  ten-inch  excavation 
with  a  six  inch  bod  of  crushed  and 
rolled  rock,  then  a  bed  of  straight  cin¬ 
ders  rolled  to  six  inches  and  a  top 
layer  of  one-third  cindors  (and  two- 
thirds  clay  or  black  loam,  this  layer  to 
bo  four  inches  deep.  The  track)  will  be 
curbed  on  both  sides  with  tho  curbing 
to  be  lcvol  with  the  adjacent  ground. 

The  whole  field  will  bo  underlaid 
with  tile  for  drainage.  Tho  main  en¬ 
trance  will  be  at  the  south  west  corner, 
entering  from  fourth  street.  For  the 
time  being  tho  bleachers  will  bo  on  tho 
wost  sido  only,  whilo  parking  space  for 
care  will  be  back  of  these.  This  summer 
sod  will  bo  laid  on  the  football  field, 
and  by  next  fall  it  wil.be  ready  for 
tho  “White  Flaguos. ”

Inquiring  Heart 
Seeks  for  Truth; 
Makes  It  Free 

— Says  Reverend  Prather. 


Baptist  Minister  In  Assembly  Talk, 
Asks  Pointed  Question — Christ  Re¬ 
veals  Truth  About  God. 


Who  and  what  is  God? 

Is  God  near  or  far  away?  . 

Does  God  hear  prayer? 

Is  the  Bible  God’s  word? 

Is  the  Bible  merely  a  group  of 
mythical  talcs? 

What  about  sin  and  future  life? 


These  and  other  questions  were 
squarely  put  to  the  student  body  at 
Assembly  Wednesday  by  tho  Rev.  Guy 
L.  Prather,  pastor  of  tho  First  Baptist 
Oliurch  of  Alaryvillo  in  a  brief  talk  to 
the  students  on  the  subject  of,  “The 
Inquiring  Heart.” 

Reverend  Prather  developed  tho  idea 
that  tho  human  heart  is  never  satisfied 
without  searching  in  the  realm  of  the 
unknown  for  now  and  greater  truths. 
IIo  expressed  tho  belief  that  there  must 
bo  a  sympathetic  and  inquiring  heart 
before  ono  can  delve  into  the  depths  of 
truth. 

“Since  the  great  mass  of  humanity 
has  an  inquiring  heart,”  Reverend  Pra¬ 
ther  continued,  “it  is  necessary  that 
tho  inquiry  should  be  directed  and 
trained  to  search  for  that  /  which  is 
host.  Each  should  inquiro  for  him¬ 
self,  but  there  is.  great  danger  if  he 
cannot  properly  direct  this  inquiry. 
This  is  especially  true  in  regard  to 
religion. 

“Alany  try  to  stop  investigations  in¬ 
to  tho  truth  of  these  great  questions  but 
tho  'inquiring  heart’  will  not  be  stop¬ 
ped.  By  investigating  great'  questions 
great  truths  can  bo  discovered.  All 
truths  cannot  bo  physically  demonstra¬ 
ted  as  can  tho  truth  of  elements  or 
those  of  history.  We  cannot  demon¬ 
strate  tho  truth  of  mother-love,  friend¬ 
ship,  or  appreciation  for  a  great  art.” 

In  speaking  of  the  Bible  Reverend 
Prather  declared:  “Tho  truth  shall 
mako  you  free  and  tho  greater  tho 
truths  wo  gain,  the  greater  tho  freedom 
wo  enjoy.  Tho  search  for  God  is  the 
greatest  and  most  universal  search  for 
truth  and  has  been  for  ages. 

“Tho  groat  questions  are  answered 
by  Jesus  when  he  said,  ‘I  am  the 
truth.’  Christ  reveals  the  truth  about 
God  and  other  great  questions  as  ho 
other  has  ever  been  able  to  do.  In 
His  presence  we  are  in  the  presence  of 
Truth — the  goal  of  the  ‘inquiring 
heart  l'’  ’

A  tiny  ruby-throntod  humming  bird 
bccamo  tho  raro  spocimnu  of  intorost 
in  tho  biology  laboratory  from  noon 
Thursday  until  tho  closo  of  tho  class 
period,  whon  it  was  turned  loose  to 
provont  it  boating  itself  ta  douth 
ugainst  tho  wiro  oago  iu  which  it  was 
placod.  It  had  boon  caught  by  u  little 
hoy  in  tho  trainiug  school  who  captured 
it  whon  it  flow  in  his  homo. 

It’s  utost  striking  characteristic  was 
that  of  a  brilliant  inotallio  ruby-red 
gurget  changing  to  an  orange  fluiuo  or 
dusky  lmo  as  it  changed  positions.  Its 
book  and  head  was  af  a  shiny  dark 
greeu  color  while  its  wings  and  tail 
were  black.  The  tiny  bead-like  eyes 
were  aet  ucar  the  base  of  its,  needle' 
like  beak)  whieh  was  full  two-third* 
Iks  length  of  ita  body,  The  chsraeUr 
of  this  beak  stay  be  accounted  far  by 


tho  fact  that  its  food  is  tho  noctur  that 
is  found  in  tho  doop-cuppod  flowers. 
In  thoir  foodiog  habits  they  servo  a 
vory  distinct  purpoBo,  that  of  orosa- 
pollinization. 

Tho  ruby-throated  humming  bird  is 
Smallest,  most  exquisite  and  unabashod 
of  or  bird  noiglibors  and  tho  only  living 
form  that 'may  bo  inistakeu  for  it  is 
tho  groat  sphinx  moth.  It  is  only  .about 
ouo-hulf  the  leugth  of  the  English 
sparrow. 

It  is  a  native  of  the  new  world  and 
is  tho  only  humming-bird  that  ventures 
far  north.  Think  what  tho  journey 
from  Labrador  to  Central  Amoricamust 
meau  to  a  creature  eo  tiny  that  its  out' 
stretched  wings  ineasuro  barely,  two 
inekes  neroas.  •••■.  i.  .  '

“It  went  over  big,”  Dr.  Green,  in 
tho  health  office  of  the  College,  report, 
ed  when  he  enmc  back  from  the  fourth 
nnmml  meeting  of  the  Missouri  Public 
Health  Association  at  Jefferson  City, 
Afay  2  to  5.  ' 

“The  Alnryville  college  wns  the  only 
Slate  College  represented,”  continued 
Dr.  Green,  “and  I  was  proud  that,  we 
were.”  Health  officers  from  all  parts 
of  the  stnte  attended. 

•  Dr.  Fryer,  Nodaway  County  health 
officer,  and  Dr.  Green  were  on  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

In  his  speech  at  Jefferson  City,  Dr. 
Green  said: 

“Educators  all  over  the  country  are 
realizing  that  the  three  R’s  do  not  ful¬ 
fill  all  of  the  essentials  for  a  thorough 
education.  They  arc  now  finding  it 
most  important  to  establish  a  health 
education  department.  The  most  vital 
and  urgent  problem  in  carrying  out 
such  a  program  of  health  education  is 
the  training  of  teachers.” 

“Because  health  education  can’t  be 
carried  out  by  n  few  specialists  but 
necessarily  by  the  classroom  teachers 
it  is  a  problem  of  training  nil  elemen¬ 
tary  teachers,’'’  Dr.  Green  said. 

“The  preparation  of  teachers  for 
health  education  cannot  be  completely 
adequate  unless  it  is  carried  on  in  an 
environment  and  under  a  regime  which 
insures  to  every  teacher  ns  healthful 
and  vigorous  a  life  as  possible  while 
she  .is  in  training. 

“At  tlie  Northwest  Slate  Teachers 
College  we  are  convinced  that  health 
teaching  has  a  double  purpose,  the 
health  condition  of  each  prospective 
teacher  and  tho  opportunity  for  them 
to  sec  abnormal  conditions  existing 
among  grade  and  high  school  students. 

“To  achieve  the  first  purpose  the 
board  of  regents  and  the  president  have 
furnished  appropriate  equipment  and 
supplies  for  a  three-i;oom  office.  Wo 
have  established  a  student  health  ser¬ 
vice  which  includes  a  complete  health 
examination  for  every  student  in  the 
College  and  also  for  those  in  tho  train¬ 
ing  school.  The  second  factor'  -is  by 
constant  training  to  ucquniut  the  teach¬ 
er  with  abnormal  .healtjli  conditions

Additional  scholarships  uro  allowed  for 
each  unit'  of  #2,000,  or  oxcess  fraction 
o(  that  amouut,  above  $500  contributed 
fropi  a  state.  The  plau  for  ruisiug  the 
$500,000  educational  fund  allocated  to 
'pirate  subscriptions  byr  bankers  thro- 
but  the  country  and  then  the  reuiain- 
uro*  divided  among  ikt 


various  states  proportionately  to  their 
banking  figures.  Maturity  of  pledges 
will  soon  complete  tho  fund. 

Under  tho  rules  adopted  by  tho  foun¬ 
dation  trustees,  institutions  allotted 
scholarships  arc  selected  on  the  basis  of 
type  of  school,  educational  standards, 
geographical  distribution  nnd  their  de¬ 
sire  to  co-opornto  in  tho  plan.  A  cone 
mitt c*c  to  award  the  scholarships  is  to 
lie  created  in  c;ieh  selected  institution 
to  consist  of  tile  head  of  tho  school 
of  business  administration  or  depart- 
.ment  of  economics  or  an  equivalent 
I  officer  as  chairman,  a  professor  or  in¬ 
structor  in  charge  of  banking  courses, 
the  dean  of  students  and  a  prominent 
banker  chosen  by  tho  president  of  the  j 
college  nnd  chairman  of  the  committee. 
The  duties  of  the  committee  arc  to 
select  students  for  scholarships  nnd  co¬ 
operate  with  tho  foumlntion  in  ' admin¬ 
istering  the  plan.  Tho  plan,  while  not 
demanding  scholarship  of  tho  highest 
rank,  aims  to  develop  leaders  in  busi¬ 
ness  life  nnd  therefore  precludes  awards 
mittccs  and  not  direct  to  the  foundation. 
Throe  homo-town  references  arc  requir¬ 
ed  of  each  applicant,  at  least  one  of 
to  mediocre  or  inferior  students. 

•  All  scholarship  applications  must  bo 
mado  formally’  through  the  college  com- 
whom  must  bo  a  ^banker.  Only  students 
of  junior  or  higher  grade  in  banking 
nnd  economic  courses  arc  eligible  and 
those  who  linvo  also  attended  American 
Institute  of  Banking  courses  will  be 
given  preference.  Scholarship  payments 
will  be  given  only  to  tlioso  whoso  means 
of  education  are  dependent  in  whole 
or  part  upon  their  own  efforts  and  will 
continue  only  during  satisfactory, 
scholastic  standing  or  conduct. 

The  scholarship  loans  nro  at  five  per 
cent  .  beginning  the  first  day  of  the 
second  January  after  the  date  the 
scholar  leaves  school  and  no  interest 
will  iio  charged  if  repayment  is  made 
prior  to  that  time.  Loans  may  be  paid 
off  in  installments  of  $10  or  more  be¬ 
ginning  as  soon  as  desired  but  repay¬ 
ments  must  begin  the  first  day  of  the 
second  January  after  a  student  leaves 
school  at  tho  rate  of  at  least  $10  month¬ 
ly  to  be  applied  toward  reduction  of 
principal  and  interest.  After  three 
monthly  installments  have  been  prompt¬ 
ly  mot  payments  may  bo  placed  on  a 
quarterly  basis  until  the  loan  is  wiped 
out  which  must  occur  within  three 
years.  Although  action  will  bo  taken 
in  case  of  delinquencies,  consideration 
will  be  given  to  special  circumstances 
such  as  ill  health  or  unavoidable  un¬ 
employment. 

“It  is  the  intention  of  tho. trustees 
that  tho  foundation’s  subscribed  or 
incremental  funds  shall  bo  used  solely 
to  advance  the  knowledge  of  banking 
and  practical  business  economics,” 
Chairman  Pueliclier  said  in  announcing 
tho  launching  of  its  actual  operation. 
“Scholarships  under  it  arc  not  to  be 
awarded  those  seeking  general  know¬ 
ledge. 

“To  mo  tho  amount  thus  far  sub¬ 
scribed  is  only  a  beginning.  It  is  only 
an  assurance  to  the  American  People 
of  tho  American  banker’s  devotion  to 
the  economic  welfare  of  his  country. 
This  fund  will  be  increased  both  by 
increments  on  tho  amount  paid  in  and 
also  to  a  material  degree  by  largo  fu¬ 
ture  contributions  from  those  whose 
prosperity  has  jjomo  to  them  in  the 
bunking  profession.  I  bopo  to  see  the 
timo  when  this  foundation  will  have 
multiplied  itself  ten-fold.”

Six  hundred  white  leghorn  nnd  ply- 
mouth  rock  chicks  were  rccceivcd  by 
t lie  College,  last  Tuesday.  They  worn 
hutched  by  Mr.  Gray  of  the  local 
hatchery.  Several  of  those  chickens 
are  from  the  eggs  of  tho  lions  which 
huvo  boon  trap-nested.  Mr.  Withington 
is  trying  to  improve  the  ogg  production 
ability  of  li is  flock  by  using  the  trap 
nests.  At  present  lie  has  fifteen  white 
leghorns  nnd  thirteen  Plymouth  rock 
hens  in  small  houses  where  lie  can  trap- 
nest  them. 

The  chickens  wero  put  into  one  of  tlio 
small  brooder  houses  Wednesday  even- 
ning  nnd  given  a  feed  of  buttermilk 
and  rolled  oats.  Tho  oats  are  given  to 
them  every  two  hours  for  the  first 
week  then  not  quite  so  often.  The 
chicks  will  be  given  a  mask  after  they 
aro  about  ten  days  old.
